Liam 
Mellowes  and  the  irregular  troops  who  had  been  holding  it 
since  Wednesday  morning  against  attacks  by  the  regular  forces  arc 
prisoner*  in  the  hands  of  the  Provisional  Government. 

O'Connor  and  his  adherents  syrr^ri4exe.^..thil.-.^tcrnpon  .aft^r  a 
tremendous  explosion  had  set  the  building-otr^rrer-T-Jwy  arc  dcviared 
to  have  capitulated  unconditionally. 

The  explosion  resulted  in  casualties  to  more  than  thirty  of  the 
regular  troops  who  were  inside  the  building.

A  very  popular  meating  of  the  Vic- 
toria branch  of  tha  Royal  Astronom- 
ical Bocieiy  was  t<hat  held  laat  eve- 
ning at  the  '^ibeervatory  on  tlonaalea 
Mill.  About  one  hundred  of  the  mem- 
bara  nn<l  their  frienda  made  the  trip 
lo  the  top  of  the  Itelghts,  and.  al- 
though the  moon  and  planets  were 
obscured  ?i»08t  of  the  evening  hy  the 
<  irro-stratuB  clouds,  there  were  brief 
periods  when  the  sky  cleared  suffi- 
ciently for  viallore  to  ol>aerve  theea 
Interesting  heavenly  bodies  through 
one  or  other  of  the  teleacopes  which 
Were  on  hand  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Napier  Denlson.  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  observatory,  had  an 
Interesting  programme  arranged  In 
lieu  of  examination  of  the  skies,  and 
even  without  visual  study  of  Mars. 
Jupiter.  \  criuB.  .Mercury  or  the 
moon  there  was  much  to  be  aeen  of 
more  intimate  interest  In  and  about 
the  building.  Of  the  various  Inatru- 
menta  most  interest  was  shown  in 
the  seismographa.  three  In  number, 
two  being  of  the  horlsontal  type,  one 
vertical  TTie  manner  In  which  these 
devicee  Indicate  earthquakes  was  very 
thorouirhly  explained  by  Mr  Oenl- 
aon.  who  also  conducted  bis  visitors  to 
the  room  where  the  orrery  Is  kept, 
and  pointed  out  the  action  of  thla  ap- 
paratus in  llluatratioc  the  relative 
motions  of  the  bodies  In  the  solar  sys- 
tema  by  rotation  and  revolailon  of 
balls  moved  l>y  wheels.  This  In- 
atrument  takes  Ita  name  from  ita  la* 
ventor.  the  Earl  of  Orrery. 

Before  tl)e  members  began  their 
inspection  of  the  instruments,  how- 
ever, Mr  Deniscj^  sent  up  h  hydro- 
gen Inflated  balloon  lo  Illustrate  th* 
uses  of  this  in  studying  the  upper 
currents  of  the  air.  The  balloon
